Tho table Hhowing tho a«so«flment of 


tho several counticH for 1878 roroals 
some striking features. In 1872 tho 
aggregate value of tho real und personal 
property of the State, not including 
railroad property, was $508,875,8'18. 
This assessment was undo under tbo 
old law, tho custom boiny to estimate 
all kinds of property at about ouo- 
third of its real value. Tho aggregate 
t'or.1873, niado under a law which pro- 
vided for tho nbsoflsuiont of all property 
at ita actual cashvaluo, is $l,186,lUOi- 
08-1—hoiug a little moro than double 
that of last year. Bu wliilo tho grand 
aggregate ohovra that some regard has 
been paid to tho now law, thu returns 
tihow that, iu a Dumber of couutioB tho 
valuation is thin year still lower thau 
ia 1872, -when everything was aaaeaeod 
at about ouo-thircl its value. The t'ol- 
lywing counties show a [falling off in 
valuation, compared to tho assessment 
ir> 1872: Bureau, Grcono, Hamilton, 
Macoupin, 1'opo, Hook Island, Union 
and White. Still other counties ehow 
only a slight increase in valuation ovor 
that of 1872. In (Jook county tho val 
uation this year is 11-14,146,665 against 
894,642,219 last year. Tho most su- 
perficial observer uannot fail to realize 
that if tho valuation of Macon county 
I'or 1373,118,364,897, w>ot too high; 
that of Uook Bounty is ridiculously 
low, A ntill more striking inatauoo of 
tho unfiurnuus of tho valuation in Cook 
t'ouDty ia niodo manifest by comparing 
it to that of LuSallo, which, iu 1872, 
showed nn n»»e8«nictit Icsu iLun oriu 
tenth IIH grout us that of Cook county, 
while this year LnSnllo's assessment is al- 
most a third as largo as that of Cook, 


Tt is difficult to understand how 


uflieerH, sworn to return all property at 
"a fair cash value," could so far stretch 
their official consciences as to perpe- 
trate these glaring frauds—for i'ruuds 
they i\i'o, upon the Hax-payors of tho 
State. Tho board of equalization, to 
which ia intrusted the work of BO dis- 
tributing tho burdens of taxation as to 
make no ouo portion of tho people bear 
an unfair proportion of tho load, should 
nift this waiter to the .bottom, so that 
triokery may not succeed in forcing the 
people of ono county to pay tho taxes 
jrwtly chargeable to those of another.
